In planting bare root roses 
bo sure to have the crown of the 
plant (that is. the base from 
whicli all liranclios eminate 
cither at level or al)out Hie ex¬ 
isting ground level. . . When 
you plant Hie rose set the root.s 
rn a cone of soil in Hic center 
oi the hole, spread them even¬ 
ly around the cone. If the roots 
are too long dig individual Iioles 
into llte sides of the main liolc 
and fit tlieni in. Never cut tiack 
roots unless they are h.idly 
bruised or broken, and never 
tuck the roots into a hole .small¬ 
er than the natural length of 
tiro roots. Tlie roots should 
spread downward on a lliirty 
degree angle, rather than forty- 
five degree angle. When filling 
soil in around the roots bo sure 
til tamp the dirt firmly in order 
to eliminate air spaces which 
keep the rose roots from func¬ 
tioning properly. After planting 
\sater down thorouglily, and 
keep the plants moist until well 
sprouted. When new growth is 
one incli long, scatter a hand¬ 
ful of plant sulphur around the 
base of tlie plant, then put on a 
two to three inch layer of steer 
manure, and .slowly water down. 
Three weeks later scater a hand¬ 
ful of plant food around each 
I plant. Tlicn watch those roses 
! grow and bloom.
